the Timas correspondent states that 
McClellan established his headquarters on 
Monday on Malvern Hill, one mile back of 
Turkey Island Bend At 2 o clock Monday 
our firing was heard for two hours in the 
direction of White Oak Swamp, where Ayres 
was holding the rebels in check, who were 
attempting to croas. 

An immense force of rebel artifcry and 
cavalry, both from Richmond, then appeared 
on oar left, when Porters and r eye's com- 
mand went to resist the enemy. A terrific 
fight ensued and ii became evident that the 
overpowering force of rebels was gaining 
ground, when the gunboats Galena and 
Aroostook opened with the 24 pounders 
upon the enemy.

About ten o clock in the evening, Prince 
de Joineville, Due Je Chartres and Count 
de Paris left headquarters, embarking 
aboard the gunboat Jacob Belle, with of- 
ficial dispatches from Gen. McClellan to * 
the Government. Gen. McClellan accom- 
panied them to the boat, and hade them a 
final adieu. 

When the Belle left, nil was quiet along 
the river. Several steamers and transports 
were passed going up James river. a

Whilst all these preparations were going 
on. indicating the probable intention of 
evacuating the landing on shore, the nu- 
j merous steamers and tugs, probably fifty ip 
number, had been busy towing down the 
river to West Point, a distance of fifty miles 
through its tortuous windings, long lines 
of brigs and barks laden with stores. The 
vessels that were scattered about in the vi- 
cinity were also collected together in sepa- 
rate groups, and anchored in the stream 
where they could he easily and rapidly ta- 
ken in tow by the steamers when the time 
for their removal arrived. And in order 
that the reader may imagine the scene here 
presented it may be proper for him to un- 
derstand that not less than seven hundred 
sail of vessels were, two days previous, at 
anchor at the White House and landing 
and stream, along for eight or ten miles 
down the river. 

In the meantime the work on the con- 
struction of the railroad bridge over the 
Pamunky, just above the landing, was 
steadily progressing, a large force of w ork- 
men being constantly at work. This fact,

A gunboat has just arrived here from the 
scene of action yesterday, ten miles above 
City Point. 

That division of our army has been fight- 
ing four days, nnd has retreated about sev- 
enteen miles. 

The fight of yesterday was moat terrific, 
the enemy haring two to our one. The bat- 
tle commenced with our land forces, and, 
after about four hours fighting; our gun- 
boats got in range and poured into ike 
rebels a heavy and incessant fire. This fire 
the rebels stood about two hours, and then 
retreated. 

Our troops have capture.!, not withstand- 
ing thetr disadvantage, a large number of 
artillery pieces and 2,000 prisoners, among 
whom is the rebel General Mngrnder. 

The place where the last action took place 
is near Turkey creek. The rout of t he en- 
emy last evening was with great disorder, 
and their loss has been very heavy — mm h 
greater, it is thought., than onrs; still, I 
have nothing definite in regard to lasses in 
the retreat forced upon General McClellan 
by the superior numbers of the enemy. I 
learn that he had to spike his siege gun* 
and leave them on the field, after burning 
the carriages. The nature of the ground 
rendered it impossible to move them. In 
the retreat, our sick and wounded were ne- 
cessarily left behind. There are, of course, 
innumerable reports and rumors here, hut 
I send only what appears to be authentic.

nal given for the final evacuation, when a 
portion of the infantry forces immediately 
embarked on steamboats in waiting for 
them, the la9tof the transports was moved 
off by the steamtugs, and the few articles 
scattered about on shore, even some dam- 
aged hay, was fired. The whole was of very 
small value, and thus, of the many millions 
of property here a tew days ago, perhaps 
not $5,000 was destroyed. 

In the midst of this closing scene of the 
beautiful Chickahominy region, l regret to 
havhjtq state that some vandal set fire to 
the .» hije House, and it was entirely con- 
sumed. This, doubtless, arose from the 
ridiculous teachings of a recent grave Sen- 
atorial debate' on this little cottage. 

The enemy made his appearance in con- 
siderable force at the White Honse, about 
seven o'clock on Saturday evening, and al- 
though he found neither bread for man nor 
hay for beasts, was welcomed with heavy 
showers of grape-shot from'fhe three gun- 
boats which were ranged along in front of 
the lauding. <They were supposed to be 
thirty thousand strong, *and, unless they 
brought their haversacks well supplied, 
mnst Rave gone eupperlm to bed. In the 
best of times, I found starvation to stare me 
in the face at White House, and I hope the 
rebels found no better fare. 

* RKTIRKMFNT OF THE TROOPS. 

The cavalry at the White House guarded 
the departure of the last of the wagons and 
horses which moved off at the final evac- 
uation, and joined the force tinder Oeneral 
Stoneman who were hovering around the 
vicinity all day. After passing these trains 
off, and securing their safety, General 
Stoneman, with his entire force, moved off 
in a direction that I am not at liberty at 
at present to state. 

General Uasey reports that he has lost not 
a man, nor did he leave a soul behind, not 
even a contraband. 

.TBS TRANSPORTS. 

At ten o'clock, on Monday morning, Col. 
Ingalls and C’apt. Bantello were tiefore 
\orktown with an immense convoy of ves- 
sels and steamers, on their u. vfc» m~m 
base of operations on tLe James river.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION. 

Since a very early hour on Saturday 
morning General McClellan has been de- 
prived of his telegraphic communication 
with Washington. He abandoned its use 
several hours before the wires were cut, 
doubtless being fearful that the enemy 
might, by-placing a magnet on the wires, 
read his orders. ' Direct communication is 
now being opened with him, however, by 
gunboats up the mouth of the Chickahom- 
iny, and all will soon be right in this re- 
spect.

On Saturday the Provost Guard had ar 
rented a notorious rebel guerrilla, named 
Griffin, aud had him confined in the Na- 
tional Hotel, which was occupied as quar- 
ter* by t'apf. Daly and his companv 

An attack was anticipated, andVaptain 
Daly was keeping a careful lookout for it. 
A short time before the attack was made 
the <. a plain with one of his men made a 
recon no issance. when they discovered men 
skulking up back alleys and behind board 
fences, armed with shot guns. Captain 
Daly then returned to the hotel, aroused his 
men, snd ordered them to lie on their arms, 
ready to resist an attack, and then sat down 
in the door to watch the movements of the 
rebels.

requisition, and were moving down the 
river with long trains of transports in tow. 
The vessels nearest the landing were also 
stored full of commissary stores and muni- 
tions, and moved out in the stream. The 
immense piles of boxes of crackers, barrels 
of pork, and other stores along the landing 
were again coveted over with piles of hay 
so astobe^ready at a moment's notice to ap- 
ply the torch for their destruction, if it 
should become necessary. 

There was also great commotion among 
the crowds of contrabands, who have been 
found mo9t efficient laborers, and who have 
been used to great advantage in the com- 
missary and munition departments. They 
soon understood that danger was apprehend- 
ed. and, on being assured by Colonel Ingalls 
that they would not be left behind to meet 
the vengeance of their masters, went to work 
with renewed energy. Stores and munitions 
everywhere disappeared from the landing I 
with great rapidity, and were being packed 
on the wharf-boats and vessels contiguous. 
The wives and children of the contrabands 
also soon made their appearance, and with 
bundles and babies took position oa the 
canal boats hs they were floated out in the 
stream. 

The mail steamer which should have left 
for Fortress Monroe at seven o clock in the 
morning, was ordered to be detained, and 
at nine o clock a dispatch was received that 
a general battle was progressing along the 
whole line, the enemy having renewed the 
attempt to flank General Porter s position 
on the right wing At eleven o'clock a 
second dispatch announced that General 
Porter had driven thq enemy before him, 
aaJ repulsed them three limes with tsn ifle 
slaughter, and was then ordered by Gen- 
eral McClellan to fall back This dispatch 
was a signal for renewed energy in the 
work of evacuation, and ell the quarter- 
masters papers and valuables, and the 
chests of the paymasters, were brought on 
hoard the mail boat. The family of Quar- 
termaster Engle was also brought on board, 
with his horses and carriage and the horses 
of Assistant Quartermaster Sawtell. The 
household furniture and the servants pf 
these officials also soon followed, which 
increased the excitement among the sut- 
lers and army followers. Some of the sut- 
lers became so panic-stricken as to sellout 
their stocks at balf-price, and hastened on 
board the boat, whilst some determined to 
hold on and take the chances. That there 
was an intention on the part of General 
McClellan to evacuate the White House as 
soon as his movements in front should he 
perfected there was no doubt, but whether 
ns a necessity or a strategic movement 
could not nt that time l»e foreseen. 

THE PANIC CHECKED. 

During the afternoon the panic increased 
until half-past throe o'clock, and tbo steam- 
ers and tugs were busily engaged in tow- 
ing down the transports. At three o’clock 
a dispatch was received from headquarters, 
in substance as follows: 

•We Lave been driving the enemy before 
. us on the left wiug for the past half hour, 
j Cheers are heard all along the linos. ’ 

This was the signal for a new change in 
the programme. All the Government valu- 
ables and the property of the officers was 
' taken off of the mailboat and placed on 
beard the steamer Camonic-o. and the order 
given for the departure of the mailboat, 
which left at three oclock for Fortress 
Monroe, taking with her in tow two heavily 
laden steamers, with directions for them to 
be dropped at West Point. 

Two of the large hoapital steamers, filled 
with sick and wounded, also left about the 
same time, and moved majestically down 
the river. The steamer Commodore was 
still left at the wharf to receive any new

Our dispatches this morning put a very 
diferont face upon affairs oft, Jamas river 
from that given in yesterday a noon dis- 
patches. We bave correspondence by mail 
* from Fortress Mflnroe.and from the battle- 
field up to 9 t. u. Tuesday, from which it 
appears that what was yesterday represent- 
1 ed as a disaster was decidedly a great tri- 
umph, the loss of the rebels in killed and 
wounded Monday being not less than 8,000, 
while Ueinttieman captured sn entire 
brigade' 1,600 atrong, Including three reg- 
iments and their commanders, and eight 
1 guns. Iu failing back to James river only 
one siege gun was lost, and as nothing 
is said about the sick and wounded 
haring been left on the field, we pre- 
sume that statement wa9 an error, as 
well as the other about all the aiege guns 
having been lost. McClellan, according to 
these letters, was at a point only fifteen 
miles from Richmond, and within easy 
striking distance of Fort Darling. 

The enemy made a desperate effort on 
Monday to accomplish their ends, but failed 
most effectually, being repulsed at four dif- 
ferent points with terrible slaughter. Gen 
Shields, with his army, had arrived, Mon- 
day, at Fortress Monroe; and, as will be 
seen by the dispatch from Gen. McClellan, 
written on Wednesday, had arrived at his 
position 

The dispatch from Gen McClellan say J 
that .the enemy made another attack on 
Tuesday, and were badly whipped, the sol- 
diers fighting even better than they did cn 
Monday, and being in fine spirits. 

What General McClellan’s plans are we 
can only judge from his movements — hut 
the falling back to James River and making 
that his base, with the co-operation of the 
gunboats, and the throwing open of the 
Peninsula to the rebels, evidences to our 
notiou that he will immediately advance 
upon Richmond from a very unexpected and 
unprepared quarter. We infer that the 
advanoe will not long be delayed, and 6on- 
fiutuitly anticipate at a very early day i 
the -apturc of Fort Darling.

‘‘Immediately after receipt of this order, 
each military commander will publish three 
times. In some newspaper, a brief notice 
requiring all United States soldiers in that 
city, and the country around, who are not 
under treatment in a United States hoapitel, 
to report themselves to him without delay, 
on penalty of being considered deserters. 
In cases of serious disability from wounds 
or siesness, which may prevent obedience 
to this requirement, the soldier must furnish 
a certificate of a physician of good stand- 
ing, describing his case, on which, if satis- 
factory, the military commander may grant 
a written furlough for not exceeding thirty 
days, or a discharge on the prescribed form 
of a certificate of disability, made out 
strictly according to tbe regulations. But 
no discharges will be given on account of 
rheumatism, or where there is a prospect of 
recovery within a reasonable time.”

Th# Oath. 

In umae of txoi lament And danger, H% + 
the preeent, it 1 j bat natural that men 
ahoald resort to every expedient at their 
command, which seems to promise relief 
from present eril or protection from future 
danger. This is natural, it if right, it it 
proper. Some men, however, are so consti- 
tuted as to be carried sway with a aiagie 
idea, to the exclusion, for the time, of all 
others. As a consequence they expect won. 
derful results from the pet idea, and doubt 
the sanity or honesty of all who happen to 
hare leas faith than tbemsclree in the fa- 
vorite idea. Oar country In going through 
one of the fiery trials, common to cations, 
from which she will emerge, purified from 
the radicalism of both extremes, with clear- 
er, sounder views of the com plicated TM 
simple character of oar government, strong- 
er and wiser by the experience of the past, 
and wilt demonstrate to an admiring world 
that man is capable of self-government, on 
a scale grand and extended, in proportion 
to bis intelligence and virtue. To hasten 
these results is the anxious desire of every 
patriot. 

Among the plans proponed to reetore 
peace to the nation, is one to which much 
importance seems to be attached by certain 
writers in the city papers. It is to require 
all the teachers in the public schools of the 
city to take some kind of oath to bear trt. 
allegiance to the Governmenwof the United 
States, and, under no circumstances which 
may occur in the future, to think of rebel 
ling against the action cf the Government 
One would suppose, by the seal displayed 
in pursuit of this grand object, and the cen- 
sure heaped upon the Board of Tnmees for 
omitting to require a test oath, and simply 
ordering that no disloyal teacher shall be 
employed in the public schools — end if any 
should exhibit disloyalty after being em- 
ployed, such person should be at once dis 
missed — that some great mist axe had been 
committed by the Board, and some great 

f ood ignorantly or willfully overlooked 
|o determine whether the board has actei 
wisely or not, let U9 consider — 

First. What good the oath will do, and 
Second What objection loyal-thinking 
men can Have to taking the oath. 

It will not be contended, that administa:s 
ing an oath would eliange the sentimter- 
or sympathies of any one; therefore, all we 
could expect would be a suppression of the 
manifestation of the offensive seutimeaU- 
Is this not equally well, and even better, 
secured by the order of the Board, declar- 
ing such persons ineligible, than it woull 
he by a general oath of allegiance, the vio- 
lation of which in the absence of any 
overt act, would be so difficult, ' if not 
impossible, to prove? 

Many Secessionists are said to hold, and 
firmly believe, the highly pernicious doc 
trine, that an oath, taken to avoid acme* 
threatened evil, is not morally binding on 
the conscience. Upon teachers of this class, 
iff we have any, the oath would be of ms 
use: while the order of the Board, to dis- 
miss them would be effective. If, then, 
the object proposed, vis: to relieve the 
schools of disloyal teachers, can be more 
effectually accomplished by tbo plan adopt- 
ed by the Board than by the one 30 ardent- 
ly contended for by Tax Payer, Union, and 
Philo, why should the Board be censured 
for having adopted it? 

Thirdly. Why should a loyal man object 
to taking the oath? A teacher is not an offi- 
I cer, and therefore the rule requiring officers 
I to take an oath of office is not applicable to 
him. If he is an American, his birthright 
is all the privileges of an American citi- 
zen, unless be forfeit them by violation of 
law. To place a citizen who may have 
grown gray on the soil of his birth, wbo 
has always loved and venerated the Con- 
stitution of his country as the most nearly 
perfect human production the world haj 
ever seen; one wbo intends to die under the 
star3 and stripes: to place such a one under 
the necessity of buying his birthright, 
which he has never lost or forfeited by act, 
word, or thought, like a stranger born on a 
foreign soil, or a felon who h.i3 lost his 
I birthright by tramgreasion, is an injury 
| to his feelings and an infringement of 
his rights that would not be thought 
of in times less out of joint than the 
preeent. It is highly probable tkat there 
is no class of men in the city among 
whom no Southern sympathizer: could 
be found. Would it be equitable and just

finally repulsed with great slaughter. Heint* 
zelrnan captured 8 guns and a whole brigade 
of rebels sixteen hundred strong, including 
their Colonels, Pendleton, of Louisiana, ex- 
Congressmaa Lamar, of Georgia, and Mc- 
Gowan, of South Carolina. 

All of our seige guns had been safely re- 
moved to the river, except, one which was 
dismounted. Our transportation was all 
’safely removed but 75 wagons, whieh were 
burned in camp. 

The enemy . attack on Monday was fierce 
in the extreme. Kearney, Hooke, Rich- 
ardson and McCall participated. 

The reserve, under McCall, suffered, never- 
theless. and Reynolds were proba- 

bly taken prisoners, a-r they were missing 
Tuesday night; Gen. Meade severely wound- 
ed; Generals Burns and Brooke, slightly. 
Stonewall Jackson was undoubtedly killed, 
all the prisoners corroborating it. 

General J. R. Anderson, of the Tredegar 
Iron Works, was mortally wounded in the 
action at Savage's Station. 

During the fight on Monday, the gun- 
boats Galena and Aroostook shelled the 
river road with splendid effect. The enemy 
attempted to advance by this road, but re- 
tired precipitately as soon as the gunboats 
opened. 

McClellan’s army, though greatly ex- 
hausted from lack of rest and food were 
still in excellcet spirits, and every tfrop of 
blood will flow before any disaster shall be- 
fall our army. On Monday entrenchments 
were begun and were prosecuted as rapidly

Yesterday Gen. McClellan is said to have 
captured a whole rebel brigade, and took 
from them several rified cannon and other 

pieces. 

It is now said that we have lost very few 
of our seige guns, most of them having been 
moved in safety. 

There have been a great many wounded 
prisoners taken on both sides. 

Our informant says Gen. McClellan and 
his staff all agree that the present position 
of our army is far more advantageous as a 
base of operations against Richmond, than 
that hitherto occupied. The gunboats can 
now be brought to bear, and materially aid 
in carrying on the work. 

Some of our regiments have suffered ter- 
ribly, while others have suffered but little.

“I was delighted to hear such a testimony 
to the energy and power of the North, from 
a quarter so strongly prejudiced against 
the Union.
